Montreal, Quebec, October 26, 1977 -- McGill University's 
Dr. Henry Mintzberg is one of the featured speakers at a symposium being 
organized at Concordia University's Loyola campus between November 7 and 10. 

Entitled "How Do You Manage?", the symposium will focus 
on leadership, decision-making and organization behaviour and is aimed at 
helping people become good managers in their personal lives as well as in 
work situations. 

Dr. Mintzberg will speak at 7:30 p.m. on November 9 in 
Loyola's Campus Centre, 7141 Sherbrooke St. West.

A professor in McGill's Faculty of Management, Dr. Mintz— 
berg recently called the textbook version of how managers operate a 
"fantasy". His observation that, while managers may pay lip service to 
planning and to tables of organization, they functton quite well in "near 
chaos", caused a stir in the business community. 

Since the publication of his first book, The Nature of 
Managerial Work, Mintzberg has spent much time criticizing the conception 
of a manager's job as a cool, rational process. 

Mintzberg is author of numerous articles and monographs. 
His latest book, The Structuring of the Organization, will be published 
in 1978 by Prentice-Hall.
